take by making public admission of the 
fa ct.” 
Mr. Lewis’ statement says: 
“ Some one lias done a very great in­ 
justice, and 1 feel that the public should 
know it.

coal industry, Judge Anderson called at 
tent Ion to a speech made by a member 
of congress on Oct. 29 , in which that 
congressman said: 
” ‘Mr. John L. Lewis,

when attending one of the joint confer 
encea with the operators referred to the 
purpose of the conference as follows: 
The Alleg ed Sta tement. 
‘‘ ‘As 1 understand it, it is for the 
purpose of wiping out competition be 
tween us as miners first,

from our side of the question; next, for 
the purpose of wiping out competition 
as between the operators in these four 
states. 
W hen we have 
succeeded

th a t and we have perfected an organi 
zation on both sides of the question, 
then if I understand the real purpose 
of this movement it is that we will 
jointly declare war on every man out 
side of this competitive fit Id who will 
do anything in any way endangering 
the peace that exists between us.
